Facts are frequently coming to light which show that not all 


of the high cost of living, is directly due lo war conditions 
It 


is evident that many dealers in foods and other commodities 
are taW advantage 6f the conditions that exist lo, impose 
upon the people in the matter of prices and to rake:in every 
cent and every dollar they can lay their hands on. This is an 
Unpleasant truth, but that it is the truth is being learned by 
many hilhe severe school o f experience. 
. . . , . 


That there are many profiteers in the country is beyond 


question, notwithstanding all the efforts that have been and 
are being made to suppress them. There are dealers in the 
most common necessities who do not hesitate to place un- 
reasonable prices on their goods, and patrons who are ^oo 
careless or indifferent to ascertain the facts are obliged to take 
the consequences. 
. . 
, 


For a long time there has been more or less questioning of 


the propriety of the prevailing high prices of shoes. 
It has 


been proved thai there is no lack of hides lo be convened into 
leather and Dial (here is evident no good reason why the prices 
of shoes should be as high as they are. The shoe men com- 
plain that the packers are hoarding hides in order to raise he 
price, and Hie leather manufacturers place the blame on the 
shoe manufacturers and dealers. 


That the retailers are at least partly responsible for Hie sit- 


uation is made, plain by a New York publication which in the 
course of an investigation found shoes made by the same 
manufacturer and of precisely the same materials were selling 
in that cily at three widely varying prices. '1 his shows that 
some of the retailers are not averse to basing their prices on 
"all the traffic will bear," and the practice is not confined to 
the shoe trade. There are many towns in which the price of 
suzar varies to (he extent of a cent a pound, and mere is at 
least one Ne<v England city in which a certain Boston news- 
paper whose price is two cents, as plainly announced on its 
first page, is sold at that price al some stands, while al others 
three cents is charged.

These things are straws which tell which way the wind is

Not all dealers are dishonest or grasping. 
I he 


majority of them are not, but there are enough of the grasping 
sort to make it advisable for every purchaser to be on his 
jruard against the'wiles of dealers who are not above extract- 
ing the last cent obtainable and charging the trouble, in case 
of complaint, up lo the war. 
. 


A few profiteers in food stuffs have already come to grief 


and it is lo be hoped that more of them will. The merchant 
who will impose upon the public at such a lime as tins is any- 
thing but a patriot, no mailer how loyal he may profess to be, 
and is not to be pitied when his sin-finds him out and he finds 
himself face loiace with prosecution by the government or a 
serious loss of trade, "or both," as the laws frequently say in 
prescribing penalties.
